Mike Busch is arguably the best-known A&P/IA in
general aviation.

Aircraft engines and other components have
traditionally been maintained on a fixed timetable
(e.g., TBOs), although this time-based approach
has gradually given way to condition-based
maintenance based on regular inspections. Now
this inspection-driven approach is starting to give
way to “predictive maintenance” based on data
from sensors installed on the aircraft and engine.
